Appeal to Policy Holders. 
The Equitable trustees today issued an 
appeal to policy holders... The appeal 


in part follows: 

“New York, June 26, 1905.—To the 
Policy Hoiders of the Bquitable Life As- 
surance Society: 

“Supplementary to the notice addressed 
by us to you on the i6éth of the present 
month, mviting an expression of your 
preferences and asking your aid, not only 
in the election of directors in said s0cie. 
ty to be selected from your number at 
the annual meeting of the society in 
December, but also in our earlier recom- 
mendations to the board of directors of 
policy holders to fill in vacancies exist- 
ing in said board, we now inform you 
that we have this day recommended cer- 
tain persons from your body to fill a 
portion of these vacancies. 

“The reinforcement of the board with- 
out delay became imperative, by reason 
of numerous resignations, and the ne- 
cessity Of a working number of directors 
for the proper transaction of the society’s 
business. More of these vacancies ought 
to be filled in the near future, Of course, 
it has thus far been impossible for us to 
communicate more direetly than through 
the press with even a majority of the 
600,000 policy holders of’ the-~ society, or 
to ascertain to the extent desired their 
preferences in the matter of, filling these 
vacancies: but we hope that. we, shal) 
daily -be befter informed: of their wishes 
in the. premises. Those who:are so sit- 
uated that they can thus cooperate with 
us quickly, would, by so doing, render a 
serviee to the society and ito: all-the in- 
terests involved. 


Astounding Revelations. 


“The published reports, of those who

“During the short period that will prob- 
ably.elapse before the existing: vacancies 
in the board of directors will be filled, 
and .the longer time that must elapse 
before the annual election of directors In 
December; when our~ voting power as 
trustees of a majority of the society's 
stock jcan be exercised, we again: bespeak 
your sensible and iGdependent aid, unin- 
fluenced by imsidyous and suspicious in- 
fluences, and in return we pledge our- 
selves that so far as it-is given to us 
to see our way, the-conduct of our trust 
shall be actuated solely by a desire to se. 
cure and conserve your interests and pro- 
mote the safety and success of the great 
fe insurance organization of which you 
and your families are the promised bene. 
ficiaries.

Explosion Occurred at Powder Plant 
Near Emporium, Pa. — Men 
Who Were Killled Lit- 
a:ly Torn to 
Pieces. 


Emporium, -Pa., June 28.—Nine men 
were killed ‘and ‘from twelve to fifteen 
othérs were injured by an explosion of 
dynamite today at the, plant of the Em- 
porium Powder Company,’ 3 miles west 
of this’ place. With one exception, all 
the tims lived in.-Emporium, 

". Although-someé of the injured were se- 
riously hurt, all are expected to recover. 

‘Ahout” one ton of, dynamite exploded 
from some unknown cause, and wrecked 
the mixing plant, the packing house and 
seVeral Other buildings belonging to the 
company. The explosion was terrific, and 
Thére have 
been several serious powder explosions in 
this vicinity, and when the people heard 
the explosion they instantly knéw what 
had happened. Thousands of persons 
hurried to the place, but were afraid to 
venture close to the burning . buildings, 
as there were 7,000 pounds of dynamite 
‘packed in boxes in a ote house near 
by. 

After the buildings. had burned and it 
was deemed safe to approach the com- 
pany’s buildings, a search for the dead 
was instituted. Three charred bodies 
were found under the rus of the box 
factory, in which: they were employed.j 
The other -six-men were blown .to pieces.

Efforts to Break Deadlock. 

Sixteen ballots were taken at the morn- 
ing session without result, and shortly 
before | o'clock the senate adjourned un- 
til 3 o’clock in the afternoon.

More serious in its possible effects than 
all the defeats in: Manchuria or the de- 
struction of Rojestvensky’s fleet was the 
news which reached St, Petersburg early 
last evening that the standard of open 
rebellion was floating on board one of the 
emmperor’s battle ships in the harbor of 
Odessa, and that with hotted guns, the 
mutinous crew, headed by eight officers, 
was holding the ship against comers, 


of panic, and at the admiralty consterna- 
tion reigns. Admiral Wirenus, chief of 
the general staff of the navy, said to the 
Associated Press that the admiralty. had 
received advices regarding the mutiny, 
but he was unable to give details.

The Black sea squadron, which left 
Sebastopol Tuesday under command of 
Vice Admiral Kruger, was due to arrive 
at Odessa last night, and a battle with

The Kniag PotemkKine is a more pow~- 
erful ship than any in Krugere squad- 
ron, and the gravity of the situation is 
increased wy. the fact that the city is

Recalls a Famous Race. 


“Occasionally there would be an eni- 
demic of politics, when the colonel and 
the squire would for a season forget the 
checker board, and the question upper- 
most in the mind of each ‘whittler would 
be, ‘Who shall go to congress?’ Once 
I remember it was whether or not Allau 
D, Candler, the rugged, plain-spoken lit- 
tle democrat from Gainesville, could de- 
feat the brilliant and eloquent Emory 
Speer, and in that court house I heard 
Candler make his first speech, and whilo 
he spoke beneath him nodding and utter- 
ing words of approva] sat the aged Rob- 
ert Toombs. 

“Over in Carolina we learned with 
much pleasure of the founding of this 
society of yours, for we are proud of 
you and your successes, and it is indeed 
most gratifying to us to know that 
South Carolina’s sons, although in other 
fields, have not lost sight of the old 
State. We rejoice to know that amidst 
all your activities, in the rush and dis- 
tractions of your lives in this great city, 
you pause once in a while to think of 
the past—that with you ‘auld acquaint- 
ance shall never be forgot,’ and that 
around this fesittal board you will some- 
times stand and drink a cup to ‘Auld 
lang syne.’ 

“What puzzles me, however, over in the 
‘Celestial State, across the Savannah,’ as 
Georgians are often in the habit of re- 
ferring to South Carolina, is to know 
why so many of you came over here. 
There are today 66,000 South Carolinians 
living in Georgia, and we can’t under- 
stand why any SoutH Carolinian shold 
want .to leave South Carolina to go to 
Georgia, or any other place under the 
sun. We can, of course, readily account 
for Georgians coming to South Carolina— 
those that come are simply people who 
know a ‘good thing’ when they see it, 
and we are giad to have them. We can- 
not for a moment admit that any one 
could leave South Carolina with any 
reasonable expectation of bettering his 
condition. Occasionally some one has tu 
leave for the good of the state, but !ook- 
ing at this distinguished gathering at 
once precludes all idea that the best in- 
terests of the state were in any degree 
subserved by their departure. Upon one 
oceasion, you may remember to jiave 
heard, a new arrival in heaven was | 
being shown around ‘by Saint Peter, and 
finally to his surprise he came upon a 
man chained to a post. His curiosity 
) was very naturally aroused and he in- 
quired of Saint Peter the cause. Sa‘nt 
Peter replied that he was from Sout) 
Carolina, and unless restrained w)u'd 
promptly return. You may also remem- 
ber that it used to be said’ that the 
average Charlestonian would rather be 
a lamp-post in the old city by the sea 
than to be the mayor of New York, 
whereas, on the other hand, going to 
show that Georgians are equally appre- 
clative of their state, a distinguished citi- 
zen once said that ‘he would rather be 
a “fiddier’ on the coast of Georgia than 
a harper in the kingdom of heaven.’ 

“Perhaps we may account for your 
removal upon the supposition that you 
heard of Atlanta—that you either talked 
to some Atlanta man or read an Atlanta 
paper. 

“However, whether you return or re- 
main, we feel that the good name of the 
old state is safe in your keepipg. There 
never was a time in the history of the 
Palmetto state when she was not ready 
to be judged by the record of het,vns, 
whether at home or abroad, I see fore 
me tonight representatives of the best 
stock in Carolina. At the head of your 
board sits your distinguished president, 
whom now neither Georgia nor South 
Carolina can claim as her-own; whose 
eloquent tongue and gifted pen have 
made him belong to the nation, where, I 
may add, he properly belongs, for in his 
veins flows the blood of John C, Cal- 
houn. Descended from men who prized 
above all elise the good old word gentle- 
man, bearing names which for #genera- 
tions have known no stain, with lofty 
ideals instilled into you from your youth 
up, we feel sure that here in the Em- 
pire state you and your descendants will 
be worthy scions of a worthy race. To 
put it straight—we know that having 
been thoroughbreds over there you will 
be thoroughbreds here. 

“Let me say to you, my felllow coun- 
trymen, in conclusion, that if you had 
to leave South Carolina there is no 
place we would rather have you go than 
to Georgia—there is no where you seem 
closer to us. The closest ties have ever 
bound together Georgia and South Caro- 
lina; the river which divides us has ever 
been more of a bond than a boundary. 
From the earliest history of our coun- 
try. from the time our ancestors sailed 
over the seas and people our shores, from 
the bloody struggles of the revolution, 
from the time when the flag of the 
young American repubiic floated above 
only the thirteen states—from that time 
unt now our states have always stood 
shoulder to shoulder. Today marks the 
anniversary of the battle of Fort Moul- 
trie, when the gallant Jagper risked his 
life to save the first flag of South Caro- 
lina, which life he gave in defense of 
the flag of Georgia. Bee and Bartow, 


Yunder the Stars and Bars, fell together 


at Manassas and beneath that flag Gor- 
don and Hampton sheathed their swords 
at Appomattox, and so it has ever been. 
In peace and in war our. people have 
been as one people. They have thought 
alike, believed alike and acted in unison;

days of adversity; in sunshine and in 
shadow: in victory and in defeat. the lot 
of oné has been the lot of the other.

In ad- 
dition to that part of his speech which 
is quoted, Goverhor Heyward dealt ex- 
tensively with the industria] progress 
of South Carolina. and he produced 
some figures that astonished the adopted 
Atlantans. 

Toastmaster Graves introduced Gover- 
nor Joseph M. Terrell, of Georgia, who 
responded to the toast of “Georgia.’’ The 
toast was drunk standing and with pro- 
longed applause for the governor of the 
adopted state of the South Carolinans. 

Governor Terrell made a very happy 
speech. He obtained the Sympathy of 
the South Carolinans at once by his wit 
and eloquence. 

“It is a great pleasure as well as a 
high honor to be here with you this eve- 
ning,’’ he said. “I am glad you are 4l] 
now Georgians.”” In conclusion Gover- 
nor Terrell propased a toast to Governor 
Hey ward, which was drunk standing. 


Clark Howell ixeard. 

In ¢ntroducing Clark Howell, Toastmas- 
ter Graves stated that if it were in his 
power and if love and affection could 
rule he would place Mr. Howell. in the 
governor's chair. He introduced. Mr. 
Howell-as a man who had given ‘his best 
efforts and done much for Georgia. 

Mr. Howell was prevented from speak- 
ing for fully a half minute by the ap- 
Pplause which greeted him.

Chicago, June 28.—The failure of the 


grain and stock. brokerage firm. of 
Knight, Donnelly & Co., which occurred 
several days ago, hag assumed gigantic 
proportions. 

Although Receiver Potter has not yet 
finished examination of the books of the 
concern, enough was learned tOday tc 
approximate the Habilities. They will 
aggregate not far from $3,000,000. The 
assets may run up to $2,500,000, though 
these may dwindle considerably owing 
to the character of many of the loans 
made by the firm. 

The assets are made up largely of 
stocks, many of them not listed. Some 
are securities in promoting schemes such 
as. gas companies in small towns, which 
the firm undertook to float. Consider- 
able of the Habilities are notes of hand, 
for money borrowed from friends and 
business associates. These notes of hand 
may aggregate $500,000. The magnitude 
of the failure was discovered at a meet- 
img of the bank’s creditors today. Upon 
comparison’ of ‘the bank accounts the 
total was found to far exceed all previous 
estimates. The failure was precipitated 
by. specific operations. The character of 
many of the securities held was such 
that quick realization was impossibie. In 
consequence of that fact there is expect- 
ed. to be remarkable shrinkage. 

Newell C. Knight, senior partner cf 
the firm, returned from Colorado tonight 
and immediately was. closeted with the 
receiver and the creditors. A continu- 
ous string of persons called to see Mr. 
Knight—creditors, friends and o.ners— 
but he denied timself to all, saying it 
was impossible to make any statement 
except that the failure had come as a 
complete surprise and that he could 
not talk about it until he- had examined 
the books ‘and accounts.

Many branches 
of financial business have been in one 
way .or another ‘taken possession of Dy 
the unscrupulous .for the purpose of 
deceiving the unwary. - Trust companies, 
have been made the mediums of the flo. 
tation of specious and fraudulent pro- 
motions. 

Rap at Life Insurance Companies. 

“Some companies in the fleld of life 
insurance the highest, .and in a sense, 
a sacred form of investment, are, as We 
all know now, conduits’ through which 
the savings of -the. policy. holders are 
diverted into operations for speculative 
purposes. 

“Credit and good faith; not money, 
are the basis of business. Good or bad, 
our modern prosperity is founded on 
public confidence. Take that away affd 
the whole fabric falls. 

“The fact is that the unprecedented 
material. growth of the country, the re- 
suing creation’ of immense private for- 
tunes, the massing of great aggrega- 
tions of corporate capital, industrial 
combinations and railroad mergers all 
have tended to concentrate tte attention 
of the people into all financial achieve- 
ments and establish in the highest. place 
in the popular estimation the captains 
of industry and the powerful financiers 
little regard being paid ‘in making’ up 
the judgment to the , fundamental we 
tues of private individual life. 

‘Now whose fault is this?, It is ours. 
It is the fault of public opinoin ahd pub- 
lic opinion’ is our opinion, .yours and 
mine—yours of me, mine of you, ours 
of all the. rest. We have to learn to 
recognize’ graf? and grafters, however 
respectable their disguise—and to punish’ 
them not alone by imprisonment and 
fine,” hut with all the might of the ter- 
rible scorn of society, 

Graft Encourages Socialism. 

“We have ‘to recognize that the seeds 
of socialism, revolution and anarghy are 
sown by the man of our own class and 
kind who pretends to be what he is not; 
these seeds are cultivated by the graft- 
ing bank officer, insurance officer, money 
power in financial organizations, in 
short, by every grafter who, in his ueal- 
ings with the public departs openly or 
secretly from old-fashioned Ten ‘Com- 
mandment honesty. This indictment oj 
our business life ig not based on an in- 
herent, incurable defect in our Américan 
character, but on the contrary these 
evils are an outgrowth of our American 
Strenuosity in the riotous race for the 
easy dollar and many dollars. In the 
hearts of the genuine men and women 
of our country there is an appreciation 
of the importance of character; the rank 
and file of the American people not only 
believe in but also stand for right. living 
and a conscience undimmed and unfet- 
tered by business environments. 

“Therefore, right and honesty wil) tri- 
umph; a saturnalia of graft and an era 
of grab will find itself short lived; 
speedily to. be ended by the uplifting tn- 
fluence. of educated men and women of 
character."’

The best argument against a 
bill ig the lack of argument for it. Your 
action on a matter of apparently minor 
Gnportance today is the precedent in leg- 
islation of overwhelming importance to- 
morrow. 

“A great political economist has stated 
that over eighteen thousand acts had been 
passed by the British parMdament from the 
time of the statute of M®rton to 1872, 
and that four-fiftss of them thad been 
repealed. Says he: ‘Change your vague 
idea of a bad law into a definite idea of 
it as an agency operating on people's 
lives, and you see it means so much of 
pain, so much of illness, so much of 
mortality. Even a vicious form of legal 
procedure,:- for example, either enacted or 
tolerated, entaéis on guitors, costs or de- 
lays or defeats. What do these imply? 
Loss of money, often ill-spared; great and 
prolonged anxiety; all of them miseries 
which bring after them multiplied re- 
moter miseries. Seeing, then, that bad 
legislation means injury to men’s lives, 
judge what must be the total amount of 
menta] distress, physical pain and raised 
mortality, which these thousands of re- 
pemled, acts must mean.’ 

“You gentlemen have your guide in the 
three arches of the great seal of vour 
state. With Wisdom, Justice and Mod- 
eration, a trinity, each one of which has 
equal value, directing you in your work, 
this assembly will help im building and 
developing Georgia into a greater GeoP- 
gia on the old foundations. Faithful to 
the traditions and lessons of our fore- 
fathers, we can help to shape the destiny 
of our state, according to Georgia aspi- 
rations and ideals. 

“After your legislative service has 
ended may you be able to say in the 
spirit of the great law-giver of the 
Greeks: 


“‘*By me the people held their native 
rights 

Uninjured, unoppressed. 
strained 

From Jawless violence, and the poor from 
rapine 

By me, their mutual shield.

It is to be hoped that no policy holder 
will so much as send his name provision- 
ally to Mr, Lawson. before he looks into 
this question of the “40 cents on the dol. 
lar."" The information he needs is avail- 
able in any book or encyclopedia article 
on life insurance, 

The policy holder will learn that life 
insurance is not a charity nor a gamble, 
but a business based on mAthematics and 
cold statistics, 

He will learn that mortality tables are 
in existence which show the probabilities 
of death of men at each age, based on 
the actual experience gathered in the in- 
surance business. 

He wil] learn that the “net preminm” 
that must be paid for insurance is calcu- 
lated directly from these tables; that this 
‘net premium’ ig the amount that must 
be paid on the average to meet death 
claims, entirely without regard to ex- 
penses. of conducting the business, and 
that if these net premiunts are not saved 
up penny for penny for exclusive use in 
paying death losses the company is bound 
straight for. bankruptcy. 

He will learn that to cover the expenses 
of the business these-“‘net premiums” are 
“loaded’’ by adding a percentage of their 
amount. The net premium, plus the load, 
gives the gross premium which he pays 
for this policy. 

Finally he will learn that the loading 
rarely, if ever, exceeds 40 per cent, even 
in the classes of policies that must pay 
the highest rate. The New Internationa$ 
Encyclopedia .says in summing up the 
pertinent facts: “Of the gross premiums, 
therefore, from 16 2-3 to 30 per cent is 
loading.” 

Now, if the.current premium rates in 
this country are loaded only to the extent 
of 30 per cent, so that on the average at 
least 70 per cent of the premium money 
must be get aside to meet losses, how can 
any man honestly propose a scheme which 
will reduce premiums to 40 per cént of 
their present size? Is not such a pro- 
posal a deliberate bid for bankruptcy? 

Whatever Opinion people may hold of 
Mr. Lawson in hig role of a “‘voice cry- 
ing in the wilderness,”’ they should judge 
him in this case on a basis of incontesta- 
ble figures and act accordingly.—Chicago 
Record-Herald.

Mystery About the Man Killed 
by Trolley Car, 


Motor14,n, Whose Car Did the Kill- 
ing, is Arraigned in Recorder’s 
Court—Witness Says Man 
Was Drinking—Case - 

is Dismissed. 


There is a mystery surrounding the 
man who was run over and killed by 
a trolley car on Marietta street Tues- 
day night. Although nearly 200 people 
have called at the undertaker’s and ex- 
amined the body, no one has been able 
to say who the man is. 

Right in the heart of the city a well 
dressed white man was killed, and al- 
though many hours had elapsed not @ 
person could be found to identify the 
body. 

By order of the coroner, the body was 
taken to Undertaker Fatterson’s, and 
there it is still awaiting identification 
before burial. The coroner did not think 
it necessary to hold an inquest, as there 
had been eye-witnesses to the killing. 

L. B. Henry, the motorman on the 
car that caused the death of the un- 
known man, was arraigned in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon on 
the charge of running a car at a reck- 
less speed. 

J. A. Webb, who is employed in a ho- 
tel at Nd. 144 Marietta street, directly 
opposite where the accident occurred, 
testified that he was looking’ out of a 
window at 10:15 o’clock ind saw a man 
walking from the opposite side of the 
street and toward the car, 

“He was half-facing the car,’ said 
Webb, “and he could have seen it. The 
man seemed to be going in a slow run 
or a crow-hop. ' The car knocked him 
down and ran over him. I think the 
cat was running faster than usual, prob- 
ably about 20 miles an hour.” 


Said Man Was Drinking. 

J. G. Davis, who was at his uncle's 
boarding house, No. 149 Marietta street, 
testified that the man who was killed 
called for lodging just a few minutes 
before he was killed. 

‘We were crowded,” stated Davis, 
“and besides, I noticed that the. man 
was drinking heavily. He left the house 
and started to cross the street just as 
@ car was coming.” 

W. M. Deckings, of Tampa, Ga., said 
he saw the car strike the man. He did 
not think the car was running fast. 

J. B. Long, a railroad man, testified 
thatthe body of the dead man was the 
worst mangled he tad ever seen. 

Conductor Davis, who was in charge of 
the car ,said the car was not running 
more than 8 or 9 miles an hour. 

Motorman Henry said the car was run- 
ning between 8 and 10 miles an: hour. 

“T saw the man jast before the car 
struck him,” testified the motorman, “and 
I did all I could to stop the car in 
time. The man appeared to be stag- 
gering. We-were going up grade.” 

Recorder Broyles dismissed the case 
against the motorman, with the state- 
ment: 

“This seems to have been an unavoid- 
able accident and was probably caused 
by the man drinking to excess.”
